In olden timesin Palestine the 
people wore sandals, this only 
protected the bottom of their 
feet from the stones in the road, 
but not from dust and dirt that 
tiey would naturally collect on 
a journey over dusty roads. 


The custom was to take their | | 


sandals off on entering a house 
and leave them at the door. 
Servants would usually bring 
water and wash the feet of the 
visitors.

At the last passover wpe | 


there were no servants to come 
around and wash Jesus’ feet or 
even His disciples’ feet. They 
doubtless had left their sandals 
at the door, and perhaps their 
feet were very dusty, but they 
had no one to furnish water and 
to wash their feet, and each of 
them was too proud to act as a 
servant for the rest. 

They had already been in a 
wrangle, about who should sit 
with Jesus in the kingdom, they 
thinking that He was then ready 
to set up an earthly kingdom. 
They had already become lifted 
up with spiritual pride and of 
course would not think of 
humbling themselves enough to 
wash one another’s feet. 

“This is a servant’s job and 
will be too humiliating for the 
apostles of our Great Captain 
to even think of taking a basin 
of water and bowing at the feet 
of another and washing his feet, 
no sir fama minister of the 
gospel, and hundreds have been 
swayed under my ministry, and 
I cast out devils and heal the 
sick, ’'m getting up a great rep- 
utation and it would be a dis- 
grace to me if I should perform 
as humble a deed as to wash 
these men’s feet, Peter and 
John may do it if they wish, 
but this I do not feel disposed 
to do.” — 

Jesus knowing the _ very 
hearts and feelings of His dis- 
ciples, at once instituted an or- 
dinance that would have a tend- 
ency to humble them, not only 
humble them, but keep them 
humble as they practiced it 
from time to time. 

Pride Killer. 

After the supper was finished 
Jesus arises, takes a basin of 
water, then girds Himself with 
a towel and proceeds to wash 
His disciples’ feet. Can you 
imagine their surprise? Doubt- 
less everyone wished himself at 
‘some other place, but it was 
too late they must submit to 
the Master washing their feet. 
They doubtless let many 
thoughts run through their 
minds, what does this mean, the 
Lord, the Son of God, the King 
of glory, our Great Captain, the 
‘Creator of the universe washing 
our feet?
